fhc major cover problem trader Project ASPCUS has involved the 
radio broadcasts. It was determined that substantial improvements 
la the Lithuanian broadcasta from Beane and Madrid could not he 
effected until seas overt sever organisation could he introduced. 
VM was the only logical possibility end negotiations with VLSt 
were therefore resumed. It was screed that the Agency would support 
the radio broadcasts through BLUE, this support is toes* only to 
hey individual* la the organisation.
